STAR ROUTE FRAUDS. 


Crushing Testimony Unearthed in 
Oregon. 


MODUS OPfiKANDI OF THE GAME. 


E x Senator Dorsey Fully Identified 
with the Robberies. 


HIS OPESATIONS THROUGH AN AGENT. 


The Government Mad, to pay Heavily for 
Unnecessary Service.

PORTLAND (Or.), May Itth.—Dispatches 
from .Denver, Col., published yesterday, gave 
inform»'tion that legal proceedings had been 
commem’ed there against ea-Senator Dorsey, 
of Arkam a», now Secretary of the National 
Republican Committee, for services rendered 
to «btain an increase of mail service, and to 
get additions» pay therefor on the sUr routes 
in Oregon. A s this proceeding to lay the 
Treasury of the United States under contri­ 
bution to the contractors is directly 
in 
accordance 
with 
the 
weR-known 
proceedings of the star route rings, the ex­ 
posure of which is now making so great a stir 
throughout the country, the announcement 
attracted much attention here, the inore so 
from the fact that it was stated that the 
papers on which the suit had been instituted 
at Denver had been received from a well- 
known attorney at Portland, and the claim­ 
ant was a well-known politician here. The 
Oregoitkm set on foot an inquiry to-day, and 
got to 
THE UOTTOU o r THE TRANSACTION, 
The history of it fully identifies ex-Senator 
Dorsey with the star route robbery, thus 
supplyir g information not hitherto obtained. 
The claimant in the suit is Frank R. Wilcox, 
who-, though formerly connected with politics 
in Arkansas, has not appeared prominently 
in politics here. He went to Arkansas from 
Illinois in 1SC9, and became acquainted with 
S. W. Dorsey there. He became Secretary 
of the State Republican Committee of Ar­ 
kansas, though he sever held any other office, 
and bore a prominent part in the elec­ 
tion of Dorsey to the Senate. 
De­ 
siring to get out of politics he left 
Arkansas and came to Oregon in 1877. 
When S. W. Dorsey began to operate in star 
routes in Oregon, he remembered that Wilcox 
had come to this State, and as his relations 
with him had been of the most intimate kind 
he fixed upon Wilcox as the man to help him 
work up to high figures the mail routes in 
which he had become interested. 
AN AGENT SECURED. 
Dorsey first telegraphed to parties in Port­ 
land to learn if Wilcox was there. Having 
ascertained that he was, he wrote to him, 
stating what service he wanted performed, 
and directed him to go to Eugene City, stat­ 
ing at the same time how to get up the peti­ 
tions, have them Bigned and make sub-con­ 
tracts for carrying tho mails. The petitions 
were to be forwarded to Washington to bo 
used in getting the service and pay increased 
for the ecrvice required. Wilcox was to re­ 
ceive .85 a day and expenses. Before starting 
for Eugene City he received the following 
telegram : 
W ash in g to n , April 2C, 1879. 
F. It. W ilcox: All my letters are written 
to Eugene City. Have telegraphed money. 
Inquire at telegraph office. Go immediately. 
S. W. D orsey. 
The money being received for expenses, 
Wilcox went to Eugene City, where he re­ 
ceived Dorsey’s other letters, with the memo­ 
randa directing him how to proceed. The 
route Dorsey first wished to operate on was 
the route from Eugene City across the Cas­ 
cade Mountains to Mitchell, in Western Ore­ 
gon, by way of l’riueville. The route is 
almost wholly unnecessary, as it passes 
through a nearly uninhabited country, and 
the small centers of population in it east of 
the Cascade range are supplied by other 
routes. Dorsey drew up in his own hand and 
forwarded to Wilcox the following 
FORM OF PETITION, 
On which signatures were to be obtained,'and 
forwarded to the Postmaster-General: 
The undersigned, citizens of Bridge Creek, 
Oregon, beg to earnestly recommend to your 
honorable consideration an increase of the 
mail service between Eugene City and this 
place to a daily line, and ask that the speed 
be greatly increased. This route supplies a 
large and rapidly increasing population, and 
it is*the sole means of conveying intelligence 
to a great portion of Southern Oregon. We 
believe the public interest will be greatly 
subserved by an early increase of this service, 
and we earnestly recommend it. 
' 
To this Dorsey added the following words 
of instruction to Wilcox: “ Of course you 
want the wording as well as the handwriting 
of each person to be as different as possible.” 
FURTHER INSTRUCTIONS. 
Dorsey next proceeded to instruct Wilcox 
how to sub-let the route, as the following tel­ 
egram shows : 
W ash in g to n . April 23,1879 
To F. R. Wilcox, Eugene City : Make 
contract for Bridge Creek route for speed of 
four and a half miles an hour, three trips 
a week. No sub-contract to be filed, but pay­ 
ment to be guaranteed by me personally. 
Make same contract on Lo< kin'-glass route. 
Telegraph result. 
S. W. D orset. 
The following was the next telegram read 
by Wilcox : W ashington, April 28. 1870. 
To F. It. Wilcox : Make no «ompromiss 
with sub-contractors. 
Must be absolutely 
new contract, with amount specially stated. 
Telegraph fully upon closing contracts. 
S. W. D o rset. 
Fearing that Wilcox would not fully under­ 
stand, Dotsey ata later hour on the same day 
telegraphed ss follows : 
W ashington, April 28, 1879. 
To F. R. Wilcox : A new eontract be­ 
comes necessary, because the old firm is 
dUa.dved and the business has (kissed into 
new bands. Must have new contract or no 
pay. Contract on Bridge Creek route for 
three, six and seven times a week, on a sched­ 
ule of four miles an hour ; also the same on 
Looking-glass route. Telegraph me fully 
before closing any contract. Deal with re­ 
sponsible men. 
S. W. D o rset. 
Here the old trick is manifest. “ The old 
firm is dissolved ”—that is, the straw bidder 
was pushed out of tho way and the ring was 
now making its next move. Here is the next 
telegram: 
W ashington, May 2, 1879. 
F. R. Wilcox : I have no interest in any 
star route except Bridge Creek and Looking- 
glass. Contract on Bridge Creek for one, 
three, six and seven times a week, in a 
schedule of fifty hour», on the prices named 
in my letter of the lCdh. The Department 
demands four miles an hour speed, and yon 
must contract for that speed or none. Don’t 
go above the following : Three times, §8,000; 
six times, §15,000; seven times, §10,500. 
Telegraph me fully before yon cWe the con­ 
tract. 
S. W. D orset. 
A CHOICE sksgestion. 
The following choice suggestion is pre­ 
sented in the last telegram sent to Wilcox at 
Eugene City : 
W ash in g to n , May 3,1879. 
F. R. Wilcox: I presume you understand 


that you must make contracts before you fry 
to get up the papers for increase. 
S. W. D orsey. 
As a result of ti ese disinterested operations 
by Mr. Doisey in Oregon mail contracts, 
he got the compensation for carrying 
the rente from Eugene City to Bridge 
Creek increas'd from *2,408 to §21,400. The 
contract stands in tie Department as the 
route from Eugene City to Mitchell, and is 
in the came of J. M. Peck, a brother-in-law 
of S. W. Dorsey. The Looking-glass route, 
referred to so frequently in the above dis­ 
patches, was “ expedited ” under Dorsey’s 
manipulations from $3,800 to $13,775 a year. 
WASHINGTON TERRITORY OPERATIONS. 
The next operation was to get a route in 
Washington Territory expedited. This was 
the route from Wallula to Pleasant 
Grove, on the upper Yakima. Under direc­ 
tions from Dorsey, Wilcox went to Wallula 
on aa errand similar to that which he had 
performed at Eugene City, where Dorsey 
telegraphed him : 
W ash in g to n , done 10, 1879. 
To F. R. Wilcox, Wallnla: Have yon done 
anything with Wallula and Pleaeant Giove 
rente ? Answer. 
To this Wilcox returned the following : 
WlUXLA (W. T.), June Iff. 1879. 
To Hon. S. W. Dorsey, 1121 I street, 
Washington. I>. C.: Have been over the 
route from W’allala to Pleasant Grove. Your 
figures impossible. Lowest solid bid, $12,500 
for two tnpe, $0,000 for three trips, $11,900 
for six trips, §12,c90 for reven trips. What 
shall I do? 
F. R. W ilcox. 
To this the following answer was returned: 
W ashikgton t>. t\), .Tune 11, 1879. 
F. R. Wilcox : You may give $1,800 for 
one trip, $5,000 for three tripa, $8,400 for aix 
trips, $9,000 for seven trips. 
» 
S. W. D orset. 
Wilcox replied on the-raaee day : “ Your 
figures are impossible. Uine of yesterday are 
the lowest I can get. r The contract was 
closed at $11,000 for six trips. 
Though Dorsey telegraphed Wilcox that 
he was interested only in the Bridge Creek 
and Looking-glass router* in Oregon, the 
statement is probably to be understood only 
as a notice to Wilcox that these were the only 
routes that he (Wilcox) was to work upon, for 
THE GREATEST SWINI>:« 0(f ALL 
Is in the route from The Dalles to Baker City, 
via Canyon City, which stands-also in name 
of J. W, Peck, Dorsey’s brother-in-law. 
Already there was a route from The Dalles 
to Baker City, vis Pendleton aa«lLa Grande, 
parallel with this one, which carried and 
still carries all the mails between the two 
points. This route from The Dalles to Baker 
City, via Canyon City, wa», however, under 
the manipulations of the ring, increased to a 
service of six times a week, which . la wholly 
unnecessary, and the jay was raised from 
§8,288 to$72,520. J. M .Ptck also ha» another 
expedited route, viz.: from Canyon City to 
Camp McDermitt, moat «of the way through 
a country without population, aDd incapable 
of sustaining any. This route was expedited 
from $2,888 to $21,500. J. W. Dorsey, a 
brother of S. W. Dorsey, has the contract on 
the route from The Dalles to Lakeview, in 
Southern Oregon, which route also was ex­ 
pedited from $3,083 to $20,300. It i> prob­ 
able, therefore, that Wilcox bad charge of 
only a small part of the business of the Dor­ 
sey ring in Oregon. 
COMMENTS ON THE KRAUIjS. 
The Oregonian of to-morrow will say of 
the developments in the star route frauds : 
Ex-Senator Doisey will hardly ask the Post­ 
master-General now to write a letter exoner­ 
ating him. George A. Steel, who has been 
nominated for the Postmaatership of Port­ 
land, was Special Agent of the l’ostoffice 
Department for Oregon, Washington and 
Idaho at the time when the star service was 
so largely expedited and the pay on many 
routes so immensely and fraudulently in­ 
creased. He knew all about these transac­ 
tions, as he bad his attention called to them, 
and especially to the route from The Dalles 
to Baker City, via Canyon City, which route 
was expedited from §8,288 to $72,520. It. 
would now be a pertinent inquiry to learn 
what was the nature of his reports to the 
Department on these routes, and wbat re­ 
commendations he made. Did he help the 
contiactors to work up these routes, and 
get their enormous increase of pay, or 
did he expose the iniquities to the 
Department ? Just now, since he expects to 
be Postmaster of Portland, these are perti­ 
nent inquiries. We venture the opinion, and 
that without special hazard, that as a Post­ 
office official, he threw no obstacles in the 
way of the expediting contractors. 
THE SUIT AT DXNVCB. 
This history explains fully the dispatches 
from Denver, which gave an outline of Dor­ 
sey’s letters to Wilcox. The suit was begun 
at Denver, for the reason that plaintiff was 
able to get service on Dorsey there. Wilcox 
is now in Oregon. The attorney who sent 
the claim from Portland to Denver to be sued 
is J. H. Woodward, formerly County Judge 
of this (Multnomah) county. Wilcox claims 
pay from Dorsey according to the original 
agreement, that is, $5 a day and expenses, 
for which he says satisfaction has been re­ 
fused him. 
Ever aincc this investigation begun at 
Washington ex-Senator Dorsey has been de­ 
nying most resolutely that he ever had any­ 
thing to do with the star routes. He has 
made many statements to agents of tho Asso­ 
ciated Press, and is said to have written oue 
letter of denial and to have promised another. 
FURTHER PROTESTS UNNECESSARY. 
This exposure will render further protests 
or explanations on his part unnecessary. The 
originals of the documents printed above are 
here in the custody of the agent of the Asso­ 
ciated Press. The whole forms- the most in­ 
teresting chapter yet furnished in the history 
of the star route transactions. The exposure 
of Dorsey’s jobs gives the key to the whole of 
this infamous buaines». Contracts for weekly 
service on routes were taken, at priees which 
defeated all honeBt bidding, and then agents 
were sent ont at once to notify the few people 
who might be found on each route that they 
had not mail facilities enough, and to urge 
them to sign petitions which the ring had 
prepared for an increase of service. If no 
genuine signers could be found, names were 
to be had anyhow, though “ of coarse,” as 
Dorsey wrote, “ you want the wording as 
well as the handwriting of each person to be 
as different as possible.” But the sub-con­ 
tracts for carrying the mails were to be made, 
concluded and telegraphed as preliminary to 
any other action, so that it might be known 
to the ring at Washington how much 
they had to get the pay increased 
to 
make 
out of 
each route 
what 
they thought it ought to pay them.’ “ I 
presume,” telegraphed Dorsey to Wilcox, 
“ you understand you must make contracts 
before you try to get up papers for an in­ 
crease.” These documents let out all the 
secret methods of these jobbers, in so iar as 
they relate to work outside the Department. 
Of course the other, and quite as essential 
a part of it, was that of keeping up the in­ 
fluence in the Department, and so managing 
it that the txp-dited pay might be surely ob­ 
tained. This seems to have been managed 
under Brady without the least trouble. 
THE EXPOSURES ÜY THE NEW YORK “ TIMES.” 
N ew Y ork, May 9th.—The Times print, 
this morning a page and a half of the atar 
routes exposures. There is a group of routes 
in Oragon which will leeeive careful atten­ 
tion. Extracts from the official records and 
C\mgre8sii nal documents shed a bright li.;V,t 
upon them. Four have been chosen for the 
purpose of this examination, For three of 


these the contractor is .T. E. Peck, of tha 
firm of Dorsey, Miner * Peck, and the fourth 
is in the hand of J. \V. Dorsey. After the 
official history of these routes has been given, 
there will be added some interesting testi­ 
mony.

Route 44,100, from 
Carson City to Fort McDermitt was let in 
ISfTfor $2,888 to J. M. Feck, and raised to 
$49;i $6. The route was then turned over to 
H. M. \ ail. During the-two years and ten 
months of the contract term which have 
passed, the Government has paid the con- 
1 tractor about $72,800. The fourth route of 
the Oregon group is No. 40,154, from The 
Dklles to Isakeview. This roite also belonged 
to the Dorsey combination, but Peck did n«>t 
Ltd'for it. The duty was assigned to J, W. 
Dorsey, brother of the ex-Senator. The an- 
m»l pay for this route was rni*e«i from 
$0.588*to $20,300. The papers show that at 
firs* an attempt was made, by means of peti- 
tincrsnd recommendations, to secure an ad­ 
dition of one trip, but very soon nothing less 
than ai strips and reduced time would suffice. 
At tLnes there were many complaints about 
the poor performance or non-perfox-mance of 
the service. Senator Mitchell writes that 
there wore so many failures that the whole 
country' was indignant. The Government 
has paid upon this contract to date over 
$48,000.

To the Senate of the State of California : I here­ 
with respectfully return to your honorable bodv, 
without my approval, Senate Bill 34—An Act mak­ 
ing appropriations to pay the expenses of the extra 
session of the Legislature and other matters inci­ 
dental thereto, of the State of Cal fornia, during 
the thirty-second fiscal year. The purpose of the 
Act is in the further appropriation of moneys from 
the Treasury of the State in payment c S the expense 
incurred by reason of the extra session of the 
Legislature. On the 20th day of April last I 
approved .an Act appropriating the sum of $42,700 
for a similar purpose. It seemed to me that the 
amount was sufficient to cover every ex|>ense, and 
the subjects to which your attention were called 
were of a character easy of solution, and could 
have been accomplished within the liuie stated in 
my preclamation. I admit th^t it is not within the 
power of the Executive to place a lun t fixing the 
term of a legislative session ; but, inasmuch as the 
Legislature had failed at its regular session to frame 
certain laws that were necessiry to the very exist­ 
ence of the State government, the Executive had 
no alternative but to again convene your honorable 
bod) in legislative sestion, and he believed you 
wi liid gladly welcome an iutimation of a i»eriod of 
time upon which all would agree to terminate the 
undertaking. 1 was strengthened in this belief from 
the assurance of members of the Legislature—rep­ 
resentatives of all the political parties—that the 
subjects prof*»sed and issued in the call for an ex­ 
tra session would not occupy a longer period than 
two weeks, and this induced me in pait 
t> ir.elude a limit of tine which wou'd 
be sufficiently ample in the all-avance of 
the fullest debates on the jrpos»d tubiiC>, 
Urgent requests from leading and influential citi­ 
zens, and importunities from almost every county in 
the State, were crowded on to mo to insert 
within the proclamation many subjects of 
vital local and S-ate impórtame overlooked 
or lost for want of time at the regular session. 
1 deemed it my dut)* to the taxpayers of the State 
to decline to insert any subject not imperatively de­ 
mande»! either by constitutional requirement or ab­ 
solutely necessary to carry on the Government of 
the State. Subject matters that had been acted 
upou at the regular sea-ion I coxrM but as» ume—in 
the absence of any expression fr_»m the members of 
the Legislature to the contrary—would not be re­ 
considered by the same members, only a few weeks 
later, ami if named would tend only to prolong the 
session, with its attendant expense. 
Hence 
the subjects presented for your consideration 
were only those that were considered im­ 
perative, viz*:, a general appropriation bill, the 
levy of taxes necessary lor the aupp *tt c f the ótate 
government, the payment oi deficiencies incurred 
from lack of sufficient funds in certain appropria­ 
tions ; the divi. ion of the State into Senatorial, As­ 
sembly and Congressional district*, expressly 
direc ed by constitutional requirements; and also 
the enactment of a general road law. 
Bil s on the 
above-named subjects were introduced at an early 
day at the regularsession. f s 1 their passage w .a* urged 
as being of vital importance to the best interests 
of the ótate. No valid reason ha9 ever been assigned 
why such action was not con&umtnatod. Ait 
extra session was made ine\itablc through this 
failure to provide for the support of the Govern­ 
ment, and every subject was eliminated from the 
cali likely to cause heated uiscussion or to produce 
unfriendly feeling.

Haining assurances, there appears to have 
grow n up a certain shyncsa concerning 
his enterprise upon the principal money 
m arkets of th e world. 
Of course it will 
n o t do to say th a t his canal is already a 
failure, but assuredly it has the aspect of 
a very sickly success. 


SUBMARINE TELEPHONY. 


The telephone has been used successfully 
across the English Channel, between Dover 
and Calais, by a new process. 
It is said 
that a whisper uttered at one end of the 
line was heard so distinctly at the other 
that even the identity of the speaker could 
be distinguished. 
The presumption is that 
we have in this : xperiment the beginning 
of a new movement, which will ultim ately 
supplant the submarine cables by subma­ 
rino telephones, and enable conversation to 
be carried on across the Atlantic. 
It does 
not follow that this will hsppen soon, for 
in practice many difficulties of detail al­ 
w ays occur, and when the distance is 
greatly increase! obMaclci may be encoun­ 
tered which have Dot yet been thought of. 
But that the telephone, once employed 
successfully under the sea, will eventu­ 
ally he ma le to operate in that situation 
w ith certainty, cannot be doubted. 


Evidence in regard to the star route 
frauds is accum ulating rapidly. 
W e print 
this m orning an account#! a new line of 
dii.overiea m ade in Oregon, and which 
promises to open up the subject m ore fully 
than has y e t been done. 
T he indications 
now arc th a t is will be im possible to check 
th e investigation until th e end has been 
reached, and if this ’3 th e ease there is 
strong reason for believing th a t the final 
resu lt will im plicate m any w ell-know n 
public men whose reputations have h itherto 
been good. 
I t has been alleged a t W ash­ 
ington and New Y ork th a t P resident G ar­ 
field did not enter upon this inquiry from 
a single-m inded purpose to expose the 
Postoffice D epartm ent, h u t m erely because 
he believed th at by attacking B rady and 
his ring he would be strik in g a heavy blow 
a t Conkling. 
W hether there is any tru th 
in this report we are no t in a position to 
determ ine, b u t if there is it appears now 
th a t w hat may have been originally in ­ 
tended as a feigned assault will have to be 
converted into a real one. 
T he consterna­ 
tion and excitem ent which have a'raady 
been caused by the statem ents published, 
though these statem ents have th u s far 
been rath er vague and indeterm inate, m ust 
be regarded as indicating th e wide ramifi­ 
cations of the stan route ring. 
In fact 
there ¡3 reason to suspect th at if the whole 
tru th can he got a t it will prove to have 
had even more extensive w orkings than 
the w hisky riDg, whose exploitation did 
so much to' dam age th e prestige of G en­ 
eral G rant’s adm inistration. 
Enough facts have already been m ade 
public to render it apparent th a t there has 
been bold, system atic and extensive steal­ 
ing done through the sta r route contracts. 
I t is known th at by “ expediting ” these 
routes some of them have been raised from 
• 
• 
sm all to very large sums. 
I t is plain th a t 
in this way in excess of tw o millions of 
dollars have been filched from the treas­ 
ury. 
The fact th a t th e heaviest increase 
has alw ays been p at upon routes located 
in the m ost remote and inaccessible regions 
m ay be taken to indicate a careful pre­ 
cautionary spirit on the p art of th e m a­ 
nipulators. 
A t present the tw o names 
most frequently m entioned in connection 
w ith the frauds are those of Dorsey and 
Brady. 
The former has got into fresh 
trouble through his im prudence in allow ­ 
ing a man who had been doing w ork for 
him in Oregon in connection w ith tho pro­ 
curing of petitions for these sta r route 
contracts, to sue him for services rendered, 
and in p u ttin g in the plea th at the claim 
was barred because th e contracts were 
illegal. 
T his is one of th e blunders which 
“ sm art ” men often com m it because th eir 
plottings compel them to have different 
interests in different places. 
I t is a kind 
of blunder which has Jjeen m ade fam iliar 
to the country by th e recent policy of the 
national Dem ocratic party. In th e present 
instance it threatens to resu lt disagreeably 
for Mr. Dorsey. 


B ut it is not enough to hunt dow n the 
one or tw o leaders of thi3 conspiracy.

If indeed President Garfield had the force 
and sagacity to stand by I1Í3 original reso­ 
lution, no m atter who suffered, th e inves­ 
tigation m ight be m ade the foundation of a 
Etrong and popular adm inistration for him ­ 
self.

-The special char­ 
acter of legislation desired by the Pacific 
coast under the Chinese imaiigraliou treaty 
is outlined in the following conversation with 
Republican Representative Page of Cali­ 
fornia : 
“ W hat do your people w ant in the nature 
of legislation under this Chinese immigra­ 
tion treaty ?” 
M r. Page—Inasm uch as the treaty ha3 not 
as yet been proclaimed, it is difficult to say 
precisely w hat they do expect. 
W hat (hey 
want, and w hat they think they can secure 
under the treaty, is the exclusion of all Chi­ 
nese laborers, as well as criminals, paupers, 
imbeciles and immoral wr.meu, excluded hy 
the A ct of 1 8 7 5 . 
W e think th at under the 
previsions of this treaty we can secure what 
we desire. 
W e have good cause to-desire it, 
hr aven knows. 
W e have no right, 1 believe, 
under the treaty, to exclude Chinese genrie- 
mea, Chinese merchants, Chinese travelers, 
Chinese youth desirous of educational facili­ 
ties not tu be had in their own country. They 
w iil he adm itted as before. 
W hat we want 
ti break up is the importation of Chinese 
laborers by the CIiílcss companies in San 
Francisco. 
“ Are you preparing legislation such as will 
meet the views cf your own people under the 
treaty 7” 
“ Yes, I am drafting a bill which will, I 
think, cover it. 
Of course I can’t complete 
it until the term s of the treaty are pro­ 
claimed, but in outlining it I have the valu- 
ai.le assistance of Commissioner Sw ift, who 
aided in the negotiation of the treaty.

has already given me im portant suggestions, 
derived from his knowledge of the circum­ 
stances under which the treaty was con­ 
cluded.”

fects of strychnine poison. 
Miles B. Dodge, 
J r , the youpg man who was with Miss 
Forster when she committed suicide, after 
testifying that the girl was madly in love 
with him, said that they had met by ajpoint- 
mci.t in Oakland. 
After visit'ng Alameda, 
where lie bathed, they drove to Piedmont. 
During the drive she acted strangeiy, accus­ 
ing him of having Ken with another woman 
on tire previous day, and on one or two occa­ 
sions slapping bis face. 
She left him for a 
few monunta, and when she returned told 
him she had taken poison. 
He disbelieved 
her at fir3t, but shortly after she was in con­ 
vulsions and dying. 
Dodge aLo stated that 
he is married, but through the influence of 
Miss Forster Irad separated from his wife. 
She threatened to shoot him if be returned 
to his wife. 
The jury returned a verdict of 
suicide. 
The yonrg lady is said to be a 
daughter of the late Peter B. Forster, one of 
the founders of the Morning Call.

The K ilauea bridge, Kauai, is a t last 
completed. 
I t lias tw o spans, each 5 0 feet 
wide, and 17 feet above low w ater. 
N o new cases of small-pox are reported 
a t K auai, and all but one quarantine place 
released. 
Four native houses where sm all­ 
pox had existed have been burned. 
The latest from the lava flow is th a t it is 
rapidly “ petering o u t.” 
A p arty of gen­ 
tlem en left H ilo for the flow A pril 13th, 
and returned th e same evening, reporting 
th at th e fire was about dead. A t th a t tim e 
it had th e same appearance as was seen 
during the last daya of th e flow of 1856. 
No progress is visible, and for some days 
b ut very little light has been seen a t Hilo. 
Tho flow has now reached a point—three 
or four points—ju st six and a half miles 
distan t from H ilo by m easurem ent.

Game Law Violators.—Notwithstanding 
the law is vdry explicit in its declaration that 
doves shell not be kilied unt’l after July 1st, 
it is said that parties from this city have 
been in the habit of shooting them lately in 
considerable numbers. The birds Rre now 
nesting, and aside from violating the law 
these dive-slayers are guilty of extreme 
cruelty i:i thus killing off the parent birds 
and leaving the young to die of starvation. 
There is no reason why violators of the game 
law should go unheeded and unpuuished more 
than other crimes, and law officers should see 
to it that ail persons guilty of such violations 
are apprehended. Several persona are al­ 
ready referred to as having laid themselves 
liable to arrest, and known cases should not 
be allowed an opportunity of repetition 
without feeling the application of the law. 
H ighwayman’s Interview.—Jas. S. Wat- 
sod, night clerk at the railroad freight 
offi :e, was stopped night before last at the 
corner of Fourth and N streets, by a would- 
be highwayman. The man emerged from a 
doorway in a building as Watson was pass­ 
ing, and walking up towards him in an au­ 
thoritative way, remarked : “ H alt!

HORIICULTUSiL MEETING. 


FIEST OFFICIAL DECLARATION OF 
up oh i ’Sícr pl sis. 


Hules Adopted to Immediately Carry into 
Effect Active Measures for Protection 
of Fruit3', Trees and Vines. 


A meeting was held in this city yesterday 
at the office of M. Cooke, Chief Executive 
Horticultural Officer, for consultation in re­ 
gard to rules for carrying oat the provisions 
of the horticultural law. There were present; 
M. Cooke, John Cox, President; Chas. W. 
Gammon, Secretary, and A. Halen of the 
Sacramento County Board; James B. Saul, 
President, and I. N. Hoag, Secretary of the 
Yolo County Board; Hon. J. F. Crank, 
member of Assembly from Los Angeles; M. 
T. Brewer, member of the State Board of 
Horticulture, and C. W. Reed, of Washing­ 
ton, Yolo county. Letters were read from 
Placer, Napa, Solano, El Dorado, San Joa­ 
quin, Santa Clara, Coutra Costs, Santa Bar­ 
bara and other counties, where fruit growers 
have presented petitions to their respective 
Boards of Supervisors, asking them to ap­ 
point Boards of County Horticultural Com­ 
missioners. indicating that great interest js 
manifested in the fiuit-growing counties, in 
favor of the enforcement of the anti-insect 
law/, and the prospect of harmonious ac­ 
tion. M. Cooke submitted the following 
rules, which were discussed and approved as 
sufficient for present requirements : 
1. It shall be required of every fruit­ 
grower, owner of an orchard or «rcbarcs, or 
lauds containing fruit tree5, or persons in pos­ 
session of land on which there are fruit trees 
which are infected with coaling moth, its 
lirv;e or pupie (chrysaliu) to destroy Ihern 
on before the 20-.U day of February of each 
year by scraping olí all rough hark and 
cleaning aii cracks and crevices in bark aud 
crutches. Too scrapings must be carefully 
gathered and destroyed, by burning or other­ 
wise. A spread made of <-1 * grain sacks or 
other cloth material should be spread on the 
ground around the body of the tree before 
scraping. The trees thus scraped, washed 
with aii alkali wash made from a soft soap 
containing at least 0 per cent, of potash, 45 
per cent, oil or fat, 4(5 per cent, water, mixed 
with 25 per cent, of its weight of flower of 
sulphur, then mixed one pound to one gallon 
water. Instead of this wash may be used the 
whale-oil soap and sulphur wash known as 
codling-moth wash. 
2. All vegetation aud other growth must 
bo cleaned off the ground around trees in- 
ftc’ed with codling moth, its larvie or puras 
before the 12th day of May in each year, and 
the soil made as smooth as possible, provided 
that all premises under water may be ex­ 
cepted as to date. 
3. All boxes or packages stored in orchards 
or adjoining store-rooms, shed3 or premises 
from one season to another, especially those 
used in the shipment of apples, pears aud 
quinces from orchards known to be infected 
with the codling moth, etc., or boxes aud 
packages known to have beeD in contact with 
such, must be disinfected by dipping in boil­ 
ing water at a temperature of not less than 
212“ Fahr. for at least two minutes, said 
water to contain not less than one pound of 
commercial potash or five-eighths of a pound 
of concentrated lye to each twenty-five gal­ 
lons of water. 
. 
4. All salesrooms, storerooms, packing­ 
houses or places where fruit, fruit-boxes or 
packages used in shipping pears, apples, 
quinces or any other kinds ot fruit infected 
with codling moth, its lsrvie or puf ;e or scale 
bugs (insects), cr any noxious iasects injuri­ 
ous to fridt and fruit trees, have been used 
or stored for any fiurpese, must be thor­ 
oughly disinfected as may be prescribed by 
the chief horticultural (fflcer, or local in­ 
spector or County Board cf Horticultural 
Co nmifsoners. 
5. All fruit or troe3 infected by codling 
moth, scale bags (insects), or any noxious in- 
sfc-3 injurious to fruit or fruit trees, must be 
picked off and destroyed by cooking and 
feeding to hogs, or in any other msnatr sat­ 
isfactory to the County Board or Hortiei t - 
ural Commissioners or local resident iusptc- 
tcr. 
. 
6. Before the 15th day of May in each 
year one or inore bsr.ds cf cloth or paper 
must be placed on each tree of apple, pear or 
quince i ; any orchard where mch tree3 are 
known to be infected with codling moth, its 
larvae or purse (grain lack? torn or cut in 
strips about eight inches wide ate good), the 
bands to be fastened around the body of the 
tree by c rds or wire, < r in any manner satis­ 
factory to the Horticultural Commissioner or 
local inspector of the district where such or­ 
chard is located. 
7. The bands must be examined at least 
every sixth day, and the larva.- or puf ¡e found 
therelu destroyed. 
8. All fruit trees, plantB or ciona (excepting 
grape vines and cuttings) infected by scale 
bugs (insects) must be thoroughly washed 
with an alkali wash, as prescribed ia Rale 1, 
or by such wash as may be prescribed by or 
satisfactory to tbe County Board of Horti­ 
cultural Commissioners, or local inspector of 
the district or county where such trees are 
located. 
. 
<J. Any tree or trees ia any orchard or in 
any placefinfected by red spider (mites) must 
be thoroughly washed with an alkaline wash 
as prescribed in Rule 1, or such other wash as 
may 1)3 prescribid by the Couuty Board of 
Horticultural Commissioners or local in­ 
spector of the district where such trees are 
located. 
10. Empty boxes or packages relumed 
from maiket, or any place, when shipped with 
fruit infested with codiiirg moth or the iarva: 
cr pu; ;e of scale bugs (intect. ) or any 
noxious insects known to be injurious to fruit 
or fruit tree?, or knoivn to have been in con­ 
tact with any boxes containing fruit infected 
by said insects, must ba disinfected by dip­ 
ping in boiling water as prescribed ia Rule 3. 
11. Iu cases where notice is served to dis­ 
infect empty fruit boxes, or packages used in 
ships'!: g fruit the previous year, the time of 
notice shall not bo U es than three days. The 
time from service of notice given on boxes 
just returned from market or other i>l9ces, 
whenever shipped with fruit, shall not be Its? 
thatr one day. The time from service of no­ 
tice to destroy fruit on trees infected by 
codling rnoth or the larv re thereof, scale in­ 
sect?, red spider (mites), or any noxious in­ 
sects known to be injurious to fiuit ai.d fruit 
trees, shall bo not less than six days. The 
time given from service of notice to place 
binds on trees shall not be less than tea 
days. 
12. Any tree or trees, plants or shrubs 
(grapevines excepted), infested by any species 
of scale bugs (insect?), red spider (mites), or 
any noxious insect or insects liable to spread 
o t 'gion to fruit* or fruit trees, must be dis 
infected by washing with an alkaline wash as 
prescribed in Rule 1, or a wash prescribed as 
satisfactory to the County Horticultural Com- 
missio: e? or local in?; ector of district where 
such trees are located. 
No further business was. transacted, and 
the meeting then a ijourned. 
The Sacramento County Board of Horti­ 
cultural Coin misionera subsequently met and 
adopted the above rules to govern their 
Board. The Yolo County Board also held a 
meeting aud t- ok the same action.

The play was 
announced aa “ Sayres’ Farciful Comedy, 
The Strategist?,” whatever a “ farciful 
comedy ” may be, for the attempted ad­ 
jective is an unknown word to the modern 
lexicographer. However, it may be well 
that it is employed, for no accepted word will 
fittingly convey an idea of the absurdity 
entitled "The Strategist?.” The truth is 
the play is extremely funny, but then all 
the situations out of which the fun bubbles 
are forced aud unnatural. It is ludicrous, 
but the farcicality is the result of a plot as 
unreal as auything possible to be conceived of 
for the stage ; it is proper enough, bnt there 
is an inordinate amount of kissiDg and 
squeezing, ami the di?guise of propriety is 
rather thin.

The thoughtful cannot 
but regret the advent of such trash, and view 
the flood of such nonsense with alarm ; at 
the same time the thoughtful sitting in the 
theater whea “ The Strategists” is played 
cannot help laughing with the other?, just as 
the auditors last night laughed—some of them 
until the tears came out of their hiding-places 
to protest. The audience was, indeed, al­ 
most continuously in a roar of laughter, nud 
the people thoroughly enjoyed the entertain­ 
ment. The play will be given again this 
evening and will probably again fill the house, 
for the public evidently loves to be tickled to 
the very limit of spasms, no matter how thin 
the splinter with which the process is worked 
cut.

A correspondent at Lebanon, Fa., w rites: 
Few of the visitors to the great Cornwall 
iron estate, in this county, receive invita­ 
tion to inspect the workshop of the young 
millionaire, llobert Coleman. 
Mr. Cole­ 
man destroyed a palace half built when his 
young wife died, a year a-jo, and her em­ 
balmed body was brought from Paris to be 
entombed iu a mausolem here, in the shape 
of an Episcopal cathedral, that cost $250,­ 
000. 
Since the death of the young bride, 
the grief stricken widower has paid much 
attention to machinery and engiueeriug. 
He had a building erected containing a 
sitóle Liga room, with high ceiling and 
frescoed walls. A circular roadway, with a 
double line of steel tracks, extends around 
the room. 
Patent safety switches, eiectric 
crossing signals, safety frogs, an 1 the 
latest methods of fastening rails are in u»o 
on this playhouse railway. The total length 
of track is about 150 feet, double track 
and two sidings. 
At one end is a round­ 
house. with turn-tables that operate auto­ 
matically. 
Three miniature locomotives 
are employed. 
Every piece of mechanism, 
every rod, belt, screw, lever, spring, tire, 
cock, pipe and pump are on these loci- 
inotives. 
The boiler-jackets, rods and 
drivers are nickel-plated, and some of the 
bright work is siiver-platcd. 
The cabs 
are of solid walnut, and the boilers proper 
and the fire-boxes are of wrought K eel. 
The tenders are of copper, and their 
water supply is taken by scoops from 
vats 
on 
the 
roadway 
while 
the 
locomotives are in motion. 
The loco­ 
motives are about four feet in length, 
including the tender, and 
arc models 
of beauty. 
They are of English design, 
so far as high driving-wheel» arc concerned; 
otherwise, they are advanced American 
mechanical ideas, and have many original 
appliances of Mr. Coleman’s invention. 
The locomotives arc fired up and set in 
motion. 
Around the tracks they go, while 
the millionaire owner watches the move­ 
ments of the miniature machinery. 
Hours 
are thus paaaed ; all sorts of experiments 
are trird ; high speed and low speed are 
compared to determine the comparative 
effect of friction. 
To develop his railway 
ideas, Mr, Coleman has determined to 
baild .*>od equip a road extending from the 
Cornwall estate to the Pennsylvania Rail­ 
road, a d ’ftauce of altoul twenty miles. In 
all probability this road, for its size, will 
be one of the hest equipried in the country. 
It, will carry the unit from the Cornwall 
furnaces to market over a shorter route 
than is cow in use.
